iaz on our Trade, that it ſhall improve it; 
{o far from injuring ouc Manufattures, that 
't ſhall extend ag exlarge them; fo fir 
from lowering our Wages, and taking the 
Work froin the hands of our Poor, that it ſhall 


mcreaſe it, Scotland hail be fo far from 
novring cr Shoals of People upon us, as 
tone call ir, acd encroacting upon cur 
Pcople ; that growing opulent in Trade, 
and improving in ManufaQrres, they ſhall 
want People tor their Works, and their In- 
creaſe ſhall be our Wealth. 

1 ſhall ſbew the Intereſt of both Nations, 
ta inter «oven 'with one ancther, and (© 
:dvanc'd by the Union, that if ſh) be hard 
ro diflinguiſh, which are greater G1iners 
by the Union ;-buth ſhall grow ricÞ, gre2t, 
papulovs, and powerful ; both increaſe ig 
Trade, both fall upon new Impr Y $1ents 3 
there ſhall bzTrade withont Riv. I+,Strength 
« ithout Jeptcuſic, ord Wealth with yt En- 
vy ; there ſhall be a gz-ner:1 Emulaticn of 
Gain, but no Emulation cf , Strit*, 2 new 
1nd vaſt Ocean of Wealth; and Trade fha!l 


be laid 'open in the North, and the Engliſh 
ſhall ſhew the Scots how to ſail jn ir, help 
them to ſteer co their own Advantage, and 
ſtare that Adyantzge with'them, The Srcts 
ſhall ſee it their Intereft to call in that Hel?, 
and he convinc'd they cannot do wichour it. 

To ftate tte Score, as Rivals'to Englar.d 
ir Trade, is to afſume 2 Knowledge without 
giving any Reaſon fer it; they can no' way 
rival you, no way encroach upon you, nor 
no way trade wichout you. 

In the Proceſs of theſe Papers. I ſhail

ed, not injur'd; they ſhall hve kogm to 
Trede, and at the ſame time we ſhi! nove 
Helps in our Trade, which withuut this U. 
nion we want. 

In ſhort, our Trade ſhall be better*d by 
our Union wirh them, they ſhall trade with 
us fo the ſame Ports, Colonies, and Plantati. 
ons; and we be not at all the les encovrag'd 
to trade, nor have 2ny Branch of our Trade 
taken away. 

1 Fnow, this ſhall paſs for a Paradox, I 
know, this is an Help to thoſe Pevple, who 
ſtudy all th? Ways they c2n to expoſe the 
Union; who fludy to make our People un» 
eate at it, and to fill them with Apprehen- 
fore, that the Scors by fall'ng in:o our Ma- 
nu-atiires and Plantation Trade, will im- 
poreriih, grow upon us, take avay the 
Pre2d from our Poor, rvinoor Manufatures, 
and rob us of the Capital z that they will 
run into Colunivs, ſupplant our Merchanre, 
and enrich themſelves out of the Ruin of 
our forreign Trade. 

If in the P:oſecvtion of theſe ITeads, 1 
prove, that our Colonies hill be hetter'd 
by them, and we no way impoyveriſh'd if 
] prove they ca1 make no Encroachment ©n 
us, but ſhal! on the confrary be advanta- 
gecus to useyen in Trade. | 

If I prove, that they cannot, nor will 
not if they coul4,invede our Home Trade; 
that they are not qn14lified in Circumftances 
to fa!) upon our ManufzQures ; that in its

Nature it is not practicable, in its Conſe- 
quences not advantageous, in its Exerciſe 
nor poſhble. 

[i Tprove, that their Poor cannot out- 
work ours, nor under-work them, that we 
can d» more Work tor lef(< Miney, than in 
any Part of Scorlzr4; nay, it 1 ſhovid ad- 
rance our |-eminy, Paradox, viz. Thatour 
People, where our principal Manufattures 
are made, no» a{tually work tor lefs Wages 
than the Sroes. 

It | prove, that che Union will make the 
Sr2rs rich, withone making us poor; that 
their Welch will ſnbſerve our Intereſts, 
and our Wealth theirs; that their lacreaſe 
{ha!l hz Gur Adv.ntage, as our Conjunction 
{ll b2 th: Cauſe of their Increaſe 5 that 
we ſha!) bring the S-ors up to us, and not 
bring us aawn tv them, 

if a!l theſe things are made out in purſuing 
this Undertaking, | hop?*, this Bughear or 
2 Union will be a lictle leſs frighttuil ro ſome 
People ; who pretend to lee ſtrange terri- 
ble things behind it, who prophefie fnunda- 
tions of Sears among us in every Branch of 
our Trade, and chat our {lands and Colo- 
r.j23 will he all carry'd away a Horſeback to 
E linburgh. 
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Some have run up their fooliſh Apprehens 
ons in chis Caſe ro ſuch Heights rhat one 
would thirk all our Bw 5212s, Virginia, and 
Famiaica Fleet ſhould 11 time be vniaden at 
Leith, and the Mercar-Croſs at Edinburgh 
rival the Excharige at London. 

Had nar thele People ſomething elie in 
Purſuir, they cuuld not put their Adſur- 
ditics upon the Worl4, they would blu'dh at 
their lacon{tt-2ce, and be aſham'd ro ap- 
pear to Saugg- tions fo ſrandaiuully weas, 
and fo contradictory to the true Intereft of 
both Nations, 

My Deign is in theſe Papers, to ſhow the 
murual Advantages to either tide in the 
Unioa on Foot; that there is a Unjon of 
Conlequences,as well as a Union of League; 
and as I canavot ſeparate rhem ia the Con- 
celhons og both lides; fo they cannot he ſe- 
paraced in the Advantages which (hail ac- 
crue; and this I queſtian not tv make good 
in the Sequel sf rhis Debate.
